MAIDSTONE is the place 
you are most likely to have a 
car crash in the county, 
according to a new survey 

Road safety in the borough is one of 
the biggest concerns for councillors 
after the woning statics were revealed 
in the report carried out for Kent 
County Council. 

It revealed there were 435 inci¬ 
dents on our roads in last year, 14 
more than 2006. Nine people died 
and 64 of the accidents were classi¬ 
fied as “serious”. 

It makes Maidstone’s roads the 
most dangerous in the county and the

report has prompted a complete 
review of safety on our roads. 

The figures were made worse by 
comparison with our neighbouring 
borough, Tonbridge and Mailing, 
which had 119 fewer crashes. 

Councillor Tony Harwood called it a 
scandal. 

He said: “I am appalled by the wors¬ 
ening trend in fatal accidents, with 
numbers increasing threefold in the 
Borough since 2005.” 

“If these deaths had been caused by 
gas explosions or collapsed buildings, 


there would be a massive outcry and 
everything would be done to make 
sure it didn’t happen again. 

“But because these tragedies hap¬ 
pened on our roads, they are accepted 
and not recognised as the shocking 
scandal they are. That is totally wrong.” 

The meeting also heard from 
Clare Burtwell, whose friend Perri 
Mcllwraith, 17, was killed in a horrific 
road accident on the A26 between 
Banning and Teston in May last year. 

She asked council officials to think 
about ways they could make that 
stretch of road safer and to ask if 
they would write to relevant cabinet 
members at KCC in the hope that

Blackout for 
businesses is 
green dream

A NEW scheme which will 
ensure shops and offices are 
in darkness overnight is 
being considered in a bid to 
go green. 

Officials from Maidstone council 
and Town Centre Management are 
discussing ways businesses which 
aren’t used through the night can cut 
back on the amount of electricity they 
use to help combat climate change. 

Initial talks with organisations 
and businesses are already under¬ 
way and the next meeting is planned 
for the end of March. 

Environmental councillor Tony 
Harwood said: “We can not go on 
wasting electricity. I am very keen to 
tackle this issue as quickly as I can 
and providing there are no problems, 
I can’t see why it couldn’t be put in 
place overnight.” 

Encourage 

Town Centre Management has 
joined a new Government scheme 
called Business Climate Change 
Champion and has started making 
changes in its own office, like turning 
off computers at the end of the day 
and using lighting when necessary. 

We feel if every one of us did a bit 
to help save energy then little bits of 
the jigsaw will begin to make up the 
big picture of the puzzle,” centre 
manager Bill Moss said. 

TCM exclusively revealed to 
Yourmaidstone last month its plan to 
make the county town plastic bag 
free by April next year. This new 
lighting scheme is seen by council 
officials as the next logical step to 
make Maidstone a greener town. 

Only last week Marks & Spencer 
announced it will charge customers 
5p for plastic bags to encourage them 
to reduce the number of carriers they 
use and to raise money for environ¬ 
mental charity, Groundwork. 

The charity will use the money to

create or improve ‘greener living 
spaces’ such as parks, play areas and 
gardens in local areas. 

“Tackling energy use should be 
part two in making Maidstone a 
more sustainable town and the fact 
we are a county town will be an 
incentive for other authorities to fol¬ 
low our lead,” Cllr Harwood said. 

This initiative follows a visit from 
shadow leader of the House of 
Commons Simon Hughes, who 
praised the council for its environ¬ 
mental initiatives. 

Invicta FM and Meridian televi¬ 
sion have also teamed up to raise 
awareness on climate change and 
have set up Earth Hour, an event 
where businesses across the county 
will switch off their lights at 8pm on 
March 29 for an hour. 

Retailers already signed up include 
Strawberry Moons in Maidstone and 
Canterbury Castle - organisers have 
also received enquiries from Leeds 
Castle and Shepherd Neame. 

The meeting between Town Centre 
Management and the council is being 
held later this month to discuss the 
future of the proposed scheme.

Olympic teams 
recommended 
to use facilities

THE prospect of world class ath¬ 
letes training in Maidstone in the 
run-up to the 2012 Olympics drew a 
step closer this week when three of 
the area’s sporting venues were 
identified as potential training 
camps. 

The London Organising Committee for the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games (LOCOG) 
unveiled a list of 600 possible sites in the UK 
which could be used by athletes before London 
2012. In total 36 facilities in Kent were chosen. 

Sutton Valence School will be considered for 
five events - including archery and fencing. 

Maidstone Leisure Centre is in the running 
to host beach volleyball, while Pegasus 
Gymnastics Centre completes the list. 

They will be included in a guide distributed to 
all other Olympic associations at this summer’s 
Beijing Olympics. From this the national teams 
will decide which facilities they want to train in 
to prepare for the London Games. 


The announcement marks the culmination of 
more than a year’s work by the venues and 
Kent County Council to bring them up to inter¬ 
national standard. 

KCC cabinet member for community services 
Mike Hill said: “I am really delighted that Kent 
has been recognised so highly as a county able 
to host athletes of Olympic and Paralympic 
standard and congratulations to all those who 
were chosen. 

“We are reaching a very exciting stage in wel¬ 
coming teams from a range of sports, visiting 
and training in Kent ahead of the Games. 


“This opportunity will promote Kent on a 
global scale and bring a real boost to tourism 
and the local economy, and will result in sport¬ 
ing, educational and cultural exchanges.” 

At the launch in Buckinghamshire, Sebastian 
Coe, chairman of LOCOG, said: “The facilities 
listed will help overseas athletes prepare well. 
It also provides a great opportunity for towns 
across the UK to get involved in our plans.” 

The other sites in the county chosen as poten¬ 
tial training camps include Ashford’s Julie Rose 
Stadium, Canterbury Christ Church and Kent 
universities, Brands Hatch and Gillingham FC. 


Fog crash pilot 
denies drugs 
smuggling 

THE pilot who crashed into the garden of 
a home while taking a convicted drug 
smuggler on day release for a pleasure 
flight was this week arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of growing cannabis. 

Sid Clark, 47, was questioned about 
cultivating the class C drug at his house 
in Banning, but released on bail for fur¬ 
ther investigation.

Firm's change 
of policy was 
news to driver

A FURIOUS motorist is refusing 
to pay an £85 parking fine after 
claiming a company changed its 
regulations without informing 
residents of a block of flats. 

Carol Noel was issued with the ticket for 
leaving her car in a visitor’s bay at Kingfisher 
Meadows in Maidstone - which she believed 
was a 24-hour parking zone. She regularly 
visits her boyfriend Phil at the newly-built 
apartments behind the Lockmeadow complex. 

Miss Noel said when she parked as usual 
outside his flat in a visitor’s parking bay 
there was a sign on the wall saying: “Visitor 
parking limited for short periods only. 
Maximum period 24 hours.” 

Her boyfriend claims none of the residents of 
the block of flats had been informed they need¬ 
ed parking permits for their visitors. 

Miss Noel is outraged at the £85 fine from 


private parking firm Kent Parking Services, 
which she has been told she must pay within 
seven days or face being taken to a small 
claims court. 

She said: “I fully expect the fine to be with¬ 
drawn as I was legally parked within the visi¬ 
tors parking area, which is a 24-hour parking 
zone. I had only been there just over an hour 
when the ticket was issued. 

Regulations 

“If I had known about the amount of trouble 
parking in the car park would cause I would 
have just used the facilities next door.” 

A spokesman for Kent Parking Services 
said: “Because all the accommodation is rent¬ 
ed all the permits were issued to landlords, so 


it is down to them to give them out - there are 
also signs up in the car park. 

“There’s not a lot we can do about it, it was 
down to her to ensure she displayed a permit.” 

He said the regulations changed last month 
and Kent Parking Services sent letters to all 
residents in December and again in January, 
and put up signs prior to the change. 

“We know no one likes to get a ticket, but at 
the end of the day if we were not regulating 
the car park it would be full of people using it 
instead of Lockmeadow and the residents would 
have nowhere to park,” the spokesman added. 

Miss Noel has appealed against her ticket, 
which is currently being looked at by KPS.

A SCOUT group has been given a 
new lease of life after securing use 
of a farm outbuilding as a base. 

Boughton Monchelsea Scout Group had 
been facing an uncertain future after being 
told it could no longer use its current head¬ 
quarters in Church Street.

The new hut will be the home of 15 
beavers, 20 cubs and 24 scouts, and will be 
named in memory of Ray Slingsby, the scout 
group’s well-loved and respected former 
leader who was tragically killed in an acci¬ 
dent last year. 

Local artist Graham Clarke has also 
jumped on board and volunteered to make a 
wood cut logo for the new scout hut. 

The scouts are also looking for anyone 
interested in volunteering to become a 
leader, which would allow more children 
from the waiting list to join them. 

The group has been given an estimate of 
eight to ten weeks before the application for 
a change of use from farm outbuilding to 
scout headquarters goes before Maidstone 
council’s planning committee.

BBC South East Today presenter Rob Smith took the time to talk to Simon Robinson about his high-profile 
job, what makes working in Kent such a pleasure and what he likes to do in his precious spare time 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


QWhat is your professional background? 

A I started out in radio first - I’d got the taste 
for it at Warwick University - and after 
leaving, while working for a small company in 
Essex calibrating hydrometers and viscome¬ 
ters (I really needed some cash...), I found out 
one of the girls in the lab was best friends with 
the news editor at Essex FM. 

I then made sure I was at a party they were 
going to and kept plying him with lager until 
he agreed to give me a week’s work experience. 
That was probably my best ever investment. 

After being a trainee radio reporter at Essex 
for a year, and six months at The New Leicester 
Sound, I landed a job with BBC Radio Kent, 
reading news bulletins and reporting. 

After seven good years there, which included 
presenting the drive-time programme, I 
moved over to TV. 

QWhat does your job entail? 

A lt depends which hat I’m wearing at the 
time. I am a reporter and presenter for 
BBC South East Today, the BBC’s regional tel¬ 
evision news programme for Kent. 

I also work as a video journalist - which 
means I film and edit my own pieces. There 
have been days when I have filmed and edited 
a story, and then presented the news pro¬ 
gramme as well! 

The great thing about it is that I have almost 
complete editorial control over my stories. 


with people? It doesn’t matter how academical¬ 
ly gifted you are, if you can’t get the gist of a 
complex issue down into a comprehensible 
news item and tell that story in less than two 
minutes, then you can’t do the job. 

|Is your job rewarding? 

A Immensely. There are occasions when you 
know that by highlighting an issue on TV, 
it can really make a difference to people’s lives. 

Reports on South East Today led to a govern¬ 
ment review into hospital cleanliness - that is 
something that makes a real difference to 
thousands of people. 

QWhat's been the highlight in your career? 

A Presenting the main programme on South 
East Today fulfils an ambition in its own 
right. As a youngster in the 70s I used to watch 
Nationwide and always wanted to be a news¬ 
reader on the telly. I also wanted to be the per¬ 
son to say “This is the Ten O’clock News from 
the BBC....” - and I’ve done that as well. 

What have you got planned for the future? 

A This summer I am hoping to sail right 
around the British Isles and raise money 
for Leukaemia Research. The plan is to get 
round in about three weeks and stop off in 
Newcastle, Aberdeen, Belfast and Plymouth 
on the way. 


Q What are your favourite aspects in terms of working in 
the South East? 

I love working where I live. I’ve been in Kent 
for over 12 years and have no desire to leave. 
I play hockey for Gillingham Anchorians and 
am captaining the 3rd XI this year. I keep my 
boat on the Medway - yacht rather than motor- 
boat - and love getting out on the river during 
the week when sometimes you can be the only 
person out there. It is fantastically relaxing and 
invigorating when you have a good day. And 
having been around here for a while, I’ve gotten 
to know a lot of people - and people quite often 
recognise me, which is very nice. 


Q How good is the area news-wise when compared to 
other parts of the country? 

A We have everything here within such a 
compact area - right next to London, right 
next to the Continent - lots of farmland in the 
Garden of England, a huge coastline, ancient 
castles, and rural communities alongside built 
up areas like Medway. The only thing we’re 
lacking is a Premiership football team. Once 
the Gills are in the top flight, I don’t think you 
could find a better news patch anywhere. 


I What qualifications/skills are needed to get into your 
job? 

A I have a degree in history and a postgradu¬ 
ate diploma in broadcast journalism - and 
neither are necessary to get a job as reporter or 
presenter in TV. The most important thing is, 
can you tell a story?

Addicted 
to the run 


Sports reporter David Pritchard spent Sunday preparing for 
an assault on the London Marathon next month with a 20-mile 
run up and down the hills of Thanet. He explains what drives 
him on and why, for a few hours, he'll be part of sport's elite 


“MY name is David Pritchard and I am 
a jogger.” They say admitting you have 
a problem is the best way to conquering 
your addiction, so I guess that’s the first 
hurdle cleared. 

I am coming clean because since October I have 
given up several evenings a week, plus most of my 
weekends, to running. It is all in the name of 
preparation for one big day out in April when I will 
join around 45,000 others attempting to complete 
the London Marathon. 

The question is, why do so many otherwise 
apparently sane people commit themselves to six 
months of painful, exhausting training, all so they 
can run for hours on end around the capital? 

Are we all mad? 

The thought did cross my mind more than once 
on Sunday as I plodded my way round the Thanet 
20-mile course with 500 others, most of whom were 
using it as a training race for London. 

Granted it was a nice day to be outside, and the 
fact I had run 20 miles before some people had got 
out of bed did make me feel undeniably smug, but 
there must be better ways to see Ramsgate? 

Nevertheless, as I write with limbs still aching 
from the exertions, I believe I have stumbled on the 
reason we put ourselves through all this agony. 

Some good-hearted souls may do it to raise 
money for worthy causes, but I think for the 
majority - including myself - this is a positive by¬ 
product rather than the main motivation. 

Instead, my theory is we do it to live out our 


sporting fantasies. That may sound a little odd, but 
stay with me, I’m going somewhere with this. 

You see, while most sport-loving people grow up 
with dreams of scoring a cup final winner or 
Olympic gold, sadly for all but a chosen few, 
at some point we have to admit defeat and get back 
to reality. 

However, running the marathon allows us to 
revive those hopes and transforms us into sporting 
stars for the day. 

We get to run on the same course at the same 
time as some of the world’s best athletes, cheered 
on by almost a million spectators, with everything 
beamed live across the world. 

It’s like having a kick-around at Wembley just 
after the FA Cup final, playing a round at St 
Andrews during golfs Open Championship, or 
driving your old banger around Silverstone during 
the British Grand Prix. 

Sure we are never going to win and the only way 
we are likely to get on TV is if we are dressed as a 
deep sea diver or Marilyn Monroe (at this point I 
would like to make it clear I will be doing neither), 
but that’s not the point. 

In exchange for a few months’ lonely slog around 
the streets we get to live the dream, and when you 
look at it like that we don’t seem so mad after all. 

At least that’s my excuse for not kicking the 
habit and I’m sticking to it.

Minimum fees Maximum prospects 
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Tory health chief backing our 
campaign to wipe out infection

SHADOW Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley has backed KOS 
Media’s campaign to promote hand 
hygiene in hospitals and health¬ 
care centres across Kent. 

The message is simple - WASH YOUR 
HANDS - and help the county’s hard working 
doctors, nurses and other healthcare profes¬ 
sionals in their battle against superbugs. 

The leading Tory came to Kent this week to 
view proposals for the new PFI hospital 
planned for Pembuiy near Tunbridge Wells. 

Health bosses want it to be 100 per cent sin¬ 
gle rooms, which would tackle infection control 
problems and offer patient dignity. 

He also visited Kent and Sussex Hospital in 
Tunbridge Wells, which saw two killer out¬ 
breaks of the superbug Clostridium difficile. 

Asked whether he would back KOS Media’s 
campaign, he said: ‘Yes absolutely, I think the 
public need to be aware that control of infection 
is something we can all play our part in.” 

He said killer bugs could live in the commu¬ 
nity and not cause problems, but when 
people are vulnerable and in hospital, 
care homes or even GP surgeries, germs 
can spread and patients are more sus¬ 
ceptible to infection. 

“People have to start thinking about 
managing infection as part of our social 
responsibility. We all need to be aware of 
the need to use alcohol gel in hospitals 
and in the case of C diff the need to wash 
your hands with soap and water,” Mr 
Lansley said. ™ 

He added: ‘These airborne diseases can be 
minimised by people behaving well hygienical- 
ly and making people increasingly aware of the 
need to protect others.” 

Deaths from the superbug C diff rose 72 per 
cent nationally between 2005 and 2006, figures 
from the Office for National Statistics revealed 
on Thursday. 

In the South East there was an increase of 
51 per cent with 292 people dying in 2005,

compared to 576 the following year. 

The ONS found that the majority of 
deaths across the country were among 
elderly people. 

Meanwhile, MRSA took only 34 
more lives in 2006 than the previous 
year in South East - a pattern also 
reflected nationally. 

The Department of Health said the 
increase was because of more complete 
reporting on death certificates and 
said that infection rates had since dropped. 

Infection rates in trusts across Kent have 
improved since 2006. 

NHS South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority for Kent, Surrey and Sussex, said 
figures from the Health Protection Agency at 
the end of last year showed a continuing 
decline of C diff infections since 2006. 

It expects to wipe out cases of hospital 
acquired MRSA by 2011.

So I’d like to take this opportunity to thank 
publicly all you folk responsible for the roads 
of this fine county. 

Yes, that’s right, you council people who take 
almost £1,500 a year from me in council tax

No one has ever 
suggested depending on wind 
power alone, but it has the 
largest potential to deliver 
electricity of any of the available 
options and at half the price of 
that generated by nuclear power. 

And wind power does not 
involve huge decommissioning or 
radioactive waste storage costs. 

Since we have the best wind 
resources in Europe, the UK will 
benefit from further offshore 
wind farms - including those 
planned to add to the existing 
Kentish Flats wind farm 
operating off Whitstable. 

Bill’s idea of returning to fast 
breeder reactors for our 
electricity is extraordinary. 

The British Fast Breeder 
Reactor programme’s Dounreay 
power station was shut down in 
the 1990s having been found too 
expensive and unreliable to run. 

The best electricity production 
it ever managed was just 18 per 
cent of its intended capacity. It 
was a terrible waste of money. 

Bill also falsely claims 
renewables cannot meet demand 
for energy. In particular, he is 
saying renewables cannot meet 
base load or peak demand. 

Late last year, a German 
economics ministry experiment 
showed that distributed power 
can indeed produce reliable base 
load in a secure and reliable 
manner. 

Thirty-six decentralised 
renewable plants - a mix of 
biogas, wind, solar (photovoltaics, 
or PV) and hydropower - were 
linked by three companies and a 
university in a nationwide 
network controlled by a central 
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computer. This demonstrates that 
new coal or nuclear power stations 
can be avoided, if a strong 
commitment to implementing 
renewable energy is made. 

According to Bill’s claims, Austria 
should not be able to meet 78 per 
cent of its electricity demand from 
renewables, but it does; Iceland 
should not be meeting 76 per cent of 
its total energy demand from 
renewables, but its does. 

What has been done elsewhere in 
Europe can be done here. It is a 
matter of political will since the 
technological obstacles Bill alleges 
do not in fact exist. 

If a more effective Government 
commitment to energy conservation 
and renewables is created, many 
useful, long-term jobs will be created 
in Kent as elsewhere.

Payment options are 
not easy for us all 

A number of high street retailers 
have recently announced they will 
no longer offer their customers the 
opportunity to pay by cheque. 

Whilst the slow death of cheques 
is probably inevitable, older people 
remain more likely than other age 
groups to continue to use cheques as 
a means of payment. 

The truth is that some older 
consumers in Maidstone may 
already be struggling with the many 
changes in the way we manage 
money, such as the introduction of 
chip and pin cards, and this 
represents another challenge. 

More than nine in ten older people 
have told us that more should be 
done to help vulnerable older people 
deal with the changes in the way 
society uses money. 

As a charity we provide advice to 
older people across the country on 
exactly these issues through our 
Your Money Matters programme, 
run in partnership with Barclays. 

The projects are aimed at 
improving the skills, confidence and 
financial situation of older people by 
providing basic money management 
and debt advice.

GRAMMAR school pupils in the 
county town have excelled in their 
key stage three exams, the latest 
results tables have shown. 

Students at Maidstone Girls Grammar 
achieved the fourth best SATs results in the 
county, scoring an average of 44 per cent. 

Maidstone Grammar was also among the 
high achieving schools with an average score 
of 43.4 per cent. 

They were joined by Oakwood Park 
Grammar School with 42.5 per cent and Invicta 
Grammar School for Girls with 41.6 per cent. 

MGGS deputy headteacher Paul Harris 
said: ‘We’re obviously very delighted indeed, 
the results are a credit to the hard work of the 
students and staff. 

We have actually had a record-breaking 
year with 74 per cent of students achieving 
level seven in English, 63 per cent in science 
and 87 per cent of students achieving level 
seven or above in maths. 

“What’s particularly rewarding is the stu¬ 
dents have only joined us from primary school 
three years ago and this is the first analysis of 
how they’ve progressed, which has been really 
good for them and their parents.” 

Youngsters at schools across the country sit 
their SATs examinations in November, where 
they are quizzed in maths, science and 
English. 

These compulsory national exams tell staff 
and parents how well pupils are getting on at 
school, if they are at the correct level for their 
age, and in some cases, puts them into 
‘streamed’ classes depending on their level of 
ability in preparation for their GCSEs. 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 


education Chris Wells said: “It is really pleas¬ 
ing to see how Kent pupils have risen to the 
challenge and are getting ahead of the nation¬ 
al average at level six, and with such a large 
proportion achieving exceptional levels. 

“For schools like MGGS this is a welcome 
ratification of all the hard work that teachers 
and pupils do to raise standards across the 
county” 

The boroughs mainstream secondary 
schools can also hold their heads high with 
The Astor of Hever Community School, 
Aylesford School, Holmesdale Technology 


College, The Mailing School, St Simon Stock, 
Maplesden Noakes and Valley Park 
Community School all scoring above an aver¬ 
age of 30 per cent in the exams. 

Schools in Tonbridge and Mailing achieved 
the highest results this year. The Judd School 
in Tonbridge and Skinners in Tunbridge Wells 
both shone with average scores of above 45 per 
cent, closely followed by Tunbridge Wells Girls 
Grammar School with 44.4 per cent.

Acoustic performance

WITH heartfelt lyrics and intricate 
guitar work, do-it-yourself singer- 
songwriter Jon Woode has created 
quite a stir from his garden shed. 

Loosely described as folk, Woode’s varied 
style has invited comparisons with Nick 
Drake, receiving rave reviews for his latest 
album Into The Wildness. 

The Ether - our broadband TV channel 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk’s new showcase for the 
county’s musical talent - this week features 
two songs performed by the acoustic artist. 

He said: “I found it hard trying to pigeon¬ 
hole myself into a few genres when I will prob¬ 
ably not stick to them. I write in whatever 
style or genre I have running through me at 
that particular moment. 

“I don’t like the idea of being restricted in 
creativity, I don’t set out to write a song in a 
certain style, I just write it as it comes. I love 
the old-fashioned sounds, songs and record¬ 
ings and also love to hear the new. I am not a 
lover of highly produced music and only wish 
to record the true music that I create.” 

Despite using a bespoke Atkin guitar, hand- 
built by Canterbury luthier Alistair Atkin, 
Woode makes a point of using simple record¬ 
ing techniques to maintain a raw edge. 

He said: “I am not really into the over¬ 
produced sounds that flood our air waves. My 
first album was just a diary of songs, first 
takes recorded by me on a Tascam Pocket 
Studio 5 using only the built-in mic. I have 
moved on since then, but not far. I now have a 
Tascam eight-track and a nice Rode K2 mic. 

“Although the equipment is a lot better than 
it was, it is still very basic and the studio I’ve 
built in my garden has no sound-proofing and 


is shared with my wife’s easel and paintings. 

“Hopefully this will all go towards capturing 
a sound that is a realistic version of what I do 
and will be an album I’m happy to put out.” 

Woode performs live at various festivals and 
acoustic nights around the county, with not¬ 
able appearances at Lounge On The Farm 
near Canterbury, and the city’s muso-haven 
Orange Street Music Club. As well as formal 


gigs, he also enjoys the odd appearance at 
open mic nights, including the renowned ses¬ 
sions at The Barge in Gillingham. 

His love of folk music stemmed from five 
years spent in north Cornwall, where he lived 
and performed prior to moving to Kent. 

Woode is currently working on his new 
album, Fields Of The Senses, which is expect¬ 
ed in the summer.

Her first commercial 
recording was made with 
Chuck Brown, who met 
her through Biondo. 

Originally he wanted her 
to record one duet for 
inclusion on his next 
album, but the pair ended up

releasing an entire album of duets. 

Over the next few years Cassidy 
became a popular performer in 
Washington, winning a number of 
awards for her fantastic 
interpretations of popular songs. 

She eventually released a live 
album, recorded at the city’s Blues 
Alley, but remained virtually un¬ 
known outside her home town. 

In July 1996 
she noticed an 
ache in her 
hips and 
was 
diagnosed 
with 


melanoma. Despite having 
treatment, she died at the family 
home on November 2 at the age of 33. 

Six months later, a compilation of 
her recordings was released as the 
CD Songbird. It remained in relative 
obscurity for two years until Terry 
Wogan played two of her tracks on 
his BBC Radio 2 show following a 
recommendation from his producer. 

The reaction to Cassidy’s versions 
of Somewhere Over The Rainbow 
and Fields Of Gold was immediate, 
with a camcorder video of her singing 
live at Blues Alley being shown on 
the BBC show Top of the Pops 2. 

Songbird climbed to the top of the 
UK album charts and since then her 
posthumously-released recordings 
have sold some six million copies. 

This poignant and moving musical 
has been a hit all over the UK and 
Ireland, as well as winning Best 
Production Of The Year in Holland.

YOU might not imagine celebrated 
Italian film director Federico 
Fellini to be automatically associ¬ 
ated with cruising - but the pres¬ 
ence of the great man looms large 
on the giant 85,000-tonne Costa 
Atlantica superliner. 

Our cabin was on Deck Eight And A Half, 
named after one of Fellini’s most famous films. 
The deck directly below, Ginger and Fred, 
recalled a Fellini TV movie and other deck 
names inspired by his movies include La 
Strada, Roma and La Dolce Vita. 

Once on board, the link begins to make 
sense, for the bold interior design of Costa 
Atlantica blends classical Italy with more con¬ 
temporary ideas. The lobby space, spanning 
eight decks, feels a bit like a cathedral at sea. 

The other eye-catching feature about Costa, 
which really moved into mainstream cruising 
when the founding Italian family sold out to 
Carnival and Airtours (the UK operator no 
longer with us) back in 1997, is the prices. 

While Costa has dramatically upgraded the 
quality of its fleet, value for money remains a 
strong point and some of its cruise-only prices 
come in under £100 per day. Money saved is 
often splashed out on luxury spa facilities 
which are another Costa hallmark. 

For our voyage to the Norwegian Fjords, we 
found our own way to Amsterdam as an

overnight stay in this delightful Dutch city 
made the ideal curtain-raiser to our voyage. 

Ahead of us lay some ports with a rich nau¬ 
tical history - Bergen, Hellesylt, Geiranger, 
Alesund in Norway; Torshavn on the Faroes, 
Akureyri and Reykjavik in Iceland, even the 
remote Scottish ports of Lerwick and 
Invergordon - before Amsterdam again. 

Although Costa claims to promote ‘Cruising 
Italian Style’, its passengers are drawn main¬ 
ly from Western Europe. English is quite 
rarely heard and often squeezed out by 
Italians, Spaniards, French and Germans. 

Although cabin space on board Costa 


Atlantica isn’t vast, no fewer than 620 of its 
999 cabins have private balconies. Dotted 
around a dozen decks, you’ll also find three 
restaurants, 12 bars, a three-deck theatre, 
casino, disco and more. Not to mention three 
swimming pools (one with a retractable roof), 
a water-chute and four jacuzzis. 

The itinerary was fascinating and included 
gorgeous Geiranger and a tom- to the top of 
Mount Dalsnibba: the midnight sun was 
another attraction. 

Despite her vast size, Atlantica navigated 
her way through some tight twists and turns 
in locations only usually heard of on weather 
warnings: Bailey, South East Iceland, Fair Isle 
and Faroes. 

The volcanic basalt of the Faroe Islands is 
thought to be 60 million years old. We docked 
at Torshavn, supposedly named after Thor, the 
Norse god of thunder. 

The skies were certainly not something we 
were used to. During summer, it’s traditional 
for the Faroese to climb a 2,500m mountain to 
experience sunset and sunrise with just an 
hour in between. 

Iceland, first colonised by Irish monks in 
870AD, is a joy of glacial activity, volcanoes 
and memories of Viking sagas. We were then 
thrilled by Dimmuborgir with its lava forma¬ 
tions, followed by the geothermal field of hot 
springs at Hevrir with its’ belching mud pools. 

The price was worth it just for the sky near 
Surtsey, a volcanic island and the southern¬ 
most point of Iceland. Photographing the 
striped red and yellow display, I lingered on 
our balcony - it would have been an insult to 
the sky to sleep.

Uma finds her 
romantic side

FOR most women, finding and set¬ 
tling down with your one true love 
can be a soul-searching, life-long 
activity that you only hope ends in 
success. 

But for Uma Thurman in her latest movie 
role, finding a husband is a bit like catching a 
bus: you spend forever waiting for the right 
one to show up, and then two arrive at once. 

The Accidental Husband, Uma’s latest foray 
into the world of rom-com, sees the 6ft beauty 
playing Dr Emma Lloyd, a pragmatic but 
uptight radio relationship expert and talk- 
show host who’s engaged to the affable and 
ever-so-English Michael (Colin Firth) when 
she discovers that - on paper - she’s already 
betrothed to some guy named Patrick. 

While the so-called dove doctor’ might spend 
her days dispensing advice to the lonely and 
bewildered women of New York, when it 
comes to knowing what real love is, she does 
not have a clue. 

After carelessly advising one caller to ditch 
her hubby-to-be, Emma finds herself the vic¬ 
tim of a spumed and hot-headed fireman 
(played by Grey’s Anatomy star Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan), who decides the only way to cure his 
broken heart is to hack into city records and 
make Emma already married - to him. 

“Emma is at the height of her career and 
she’s about to be married to a great guy,” 
explains Uma, looking gorgeous in a black suit 
and plunging gold top for the London premi¬ 
ere of the film (which she rode to in a London 
fire engine). 

“She thinks she has it all and then this ‘acci¬ 
dental husband’ comes in and wrecks every¬ 
thing. I just love the vulnerability of someone 
who thinks she knows everything and then 
gets taught the lesson of her life. And I could 
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completely relate to her: super successful, sure 
of herself in practically every way, and clueless 
at the same time.” 

Uma spent the last 10 years developing this 
film, which she also produced, after finding 
that all the roles she was being offered were a 
bit ditzy (think The Truth About Cats and 
Dogs), a bit serious (remember Dangerous 
Liaisons?), or a bit too active (try Kill Bill). 

“I loved everything about this script, from 
the title, to the set-up of the plot, to the dia¬ 
logue. I saw it as the perfect way to express my 
sense of humour and I thought: I can do this - 
I’ll just cast myself.” 

Uma’s own love life has been in and out of 
the newspapers after her six-year marriage to 
her Gattaca co-star Ethan Hawke, with whom 
she has two children - Maya Ray, 9, and Levon

Roan, 6, ended in 2004. Since then she’s been 
linked to New York hotelier Andre Balazs and 
is now rumoured to be engaged to Elle 
Macpherson’s former partner, French finan¬ 
cier Arpad Busson. 

While she may have felt some affinity with 
the romantic but confused dove doctor’, Uma 
downplays the importance of advice and finds it 
more important to make decisions for yourself. 

“I don’t think anyone takes advice,” she says, 
sporting a mysterious blue-stoned ring on her 
wedding finger. “Everyone just needs to talk 
about their issues. They don’t actually ever 
want to take advice, but it’s a great launching 
point for gossip.”

THERE are some things in life that 
really can make your jaw hit the floor. 

Images of deep space taken from 
the Hubble Space Telescope and, 
more amazingly, my pal Pete who last 
week managed to form a coherent 
sentence after necking more than ten 
pints of Stella Artois.

Remortgage figures 
on the increase 

ABOUT half of all mortgage activity last 
month resulted from home-owners seek¬ 
ing remortgages, it has emerged follow¬ 
ing recent studies. 

The figures will fuel concern of a slow¬ 
down in the housing market, particularly 
among first-time buyers. 

Figures from the British Bankers’ 
Association, drawing on data from all 
major UK banks, show an increase in 
both new mortgage approvals and 
remortgaging. 

The study is the most extensive of its 
kind undertaken and widely regarded as 
a barometer for the housing market. 

There was a 17 per cent rise in remort¬ 
gages, with 79,016 home-owners refi¬ 
nancing their properties. 

Remortgage activity now makes up 49 
per cent of all activity, the highest propor¬ 
tion since the BBA began collecting data 
in 1997. 

But mortgage approvals were still up 
on the month before, rising to 44,288. 

BBA director of statistics David Dooks 
said: “Higher gross mortgage lending in 
January largely reflected very strong 
remortgaging activity, as borrowers 
sought out the best deals available.” 

France and Spain 
lose out to Austria 

AUSTRIA is gaining prominence as a 
destination for a second home because 
properties are often cheaper and easier 
to buy than in other European countries. 

The central European state is gaining 
ground at the expense of more tradition¬ 
al areas such as France and Spain. 

Also surging ahead in popularity are 
the emerging eastern European destina¬ 
tions of Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania and 
Slovenia. 

Experts say the Austrian property 
market is experiencing a change as it 
moves away from providing for holiday¬ 
makers and enters the second-home 
market. Prices in the country have 
remained stable in recent years and the 
number of homes changing hands each 
year is relatively low. 

However, new EU regulations have 
made mortgages more readily available, 
encouraging buyers from abroad. 

Property prices in Austria are now ris¬ 
ing at between six and seven per cent a 
year and the country has been included 
in the fist of 20 best locations to secure 
positive returns by the BBC’s A Place In 
The Sun show. 


Now's the time to 
snap up a bargain

WHILE much of the UK recorded a 
monthly fall in new home prices in 
January, conditions could be ideal 
for bargain hunters. 

According to property specialist Smart 
NewHomes.com, developer incentives and 
competitive prices mean now is an ideal time 
for new home buyers to secure a bargain 
ahead of anticipated price rises in the spring. 

The South East and London remain the 
most expensive areas in which to buy, but 
property in Scotland is also increasing in value 
ahead of the rest of the country 

The new homes market typically suffers 
from a slow start to the year and the 0.5 per 
cent fall in average prices recorded in January 
is no cause for alarm, say experts. 

However, while average prices over the last 
quarter have flattened, they are expected to 
pick up as more buyers return to the market 
with renewed confidence - fuelled by interest 
rate cuts expected over the coming months. 

David Bexon, of SmartNewHomes.com, said: 

“Despite a slow start to the year, prices are 
likely to pick up as buyer confidence returns, 
fuelled in part by a series of further interest 
rate cuts which I would expect to see as early 
as March. However, the current dip in prices 
across the new homes market makes now an 
excellent time to buy.” 

Other experts do not share the optimism. 

Capital Economics, the consultancy led by one 
of the City’s leading economists, Roger Bootle, 
has long been predicting that the UK house 
price boom will come to an end. 

This past year, studies indicated that prices 
would rise by only 3.5 per cent, and as it turns 
out, they could be on target. But citing a slow¬ 
ing economy, expensive prices, stricter lending 
and more mortgage defaults, Capital 
Economics has revised predictions for 2008. 

The consultancy’s Ed Stansfield said: “We 
expect house prices to fall 5 per cent next year 
and a further 8 per cent in 2009, wiping out 
the gains of the last 18 months. 

“The long-overdue housing market correc¬

Kent commuters to London by road 
will also like the fact that C02 emissions 
of just 109g/km of C02 exempt it from 
the capital’s congestion charge.

Lexus V8 is gunning for 
its German rivals 


LEXUS wants to inject a more potent 
image into its Lexus IS compact execu¬ 
tive saloon series, which tends to be 
overshadowed by German rivals. 

Toyota’s luxury arm has unveiled a 
potent V8 version due here in April and 
dubbed the IS-F in a clear effort to 
attack the BMW M3, Mercedes C55 
AMG and Audi S4 performance flag¬ 
ships. Apart from a pronounced V8 'bur¬ 
ble’ the car will stand out with distinc¬ 
tive styling such as double vertically 
stacked twin exhausts. 


IS the Corsa VXR a muscular ath¬ 
lete or muscle-bound lout? 

A pumped-up bodykit and fat alloys suggest 
the latter, but a spell behind the wheel argues 
the former. 

But is the question irrelevant when most of 
the turbocharged pocket rocket’s fans are too 
young to afford to buy, run and insure it? 

It might be a small hatchback, but it costs 
£15,625; enthusiastic use of its 189bhp and 0- 
60mph in less than seven seconds decimates 
the official 35.8mpg average; and the insur¬ 
ance is group 16. 

Those who actually can afford to run such a 
car are likely to prefer something more grown¬ 
up or wearing a classier or trendier badge. 

On the other hand, is it that the car’s really 
a 'halo model’ drawing attention to the overall 
Corsa line-up and especially, the cheaper and 
more civilized yet still racy Corsa SRi with 
VXR accoutrements? 

Probably, but the VXR still deserves judge¬ 
ment on its own merits. It certainly looks the 
part with showy alloys and body kit, although 
the dumpy rear looks like a crouching sumo

Car benefit changes 
fuel firms to rethink 



BUSINESSES in the county offer¬ 
ing company car and fuel benefits 
to staff need to urgently evaluate 
their current policy before April, 
according to a leading firm of 
chartered accountants. 

The Pre-Budget Report shake-up of employ¬ 
ee car fuel benefit will take effect from April 6, 
which could see some people’s company car tax 
bill rise by nearly a quarter. 

But wise employees should ensure sensible 
managment of their tax allowance and experts 
can advise the best way to maximise benefits. 

To avoid the tax increases bosses need to 
look at only providing company cars for part of 
the year and giving staff a mileage allowance

for business travel instead of fuel benefits. 

Richard Marshall, tax specialist at HW 
Chartered Accountants, said: “The car fuel 
benefit is set to increase considerably from 
April 6 this year and many workers will be 
clobbered with a hefty tax rise. 

“With such large increases expected, 
employers need to sit down with staff now and 
determine whether they would be better off 
providing their own fuel and claiming a 
mileage allowance for business travel. 

“In most circumstances, workers would be 
best off doing this as to make car fuel benefit 
financially efficient after April private mileage 
needs to be high - as much as 10,000 to 12,000 


miles per year.” 

Car fuel benefit occurs when employers pro¬ 
vide fuel cards, credit cards or vouchers to cover 
the total cost of private and business mileage. 

And because each case is unique there is no 
blanket advice for everyone. 

Mr Marshall added: ‘Working out car fuel 
benefit is complex and changes for individual 
employees due to differing levels of benefit. 

“There are ways to help reduce an employ¬ 
ee’s car tax bill that we can advise on, such as 
only making a company car available for part 
of the year or only making fuel available for 
business travel.”

MAIDSTONE remain fourth in 
London Two South, but this was a 
match they will want to forget, par¬ 
ticularly after their strong perform¬ 
ances in the previous two weeks 
against Jersey and Wimbledon.

LASHINGS chairman David Folb says his 
side’s tour to Abu Dhabi could be the start of a 
long association with the Middle East. 

The Maidstone-based World XI completed a 
week-long trip to the United Arab Emirates on 
Friday and Folb believes the club will become 
regular visitors to the Gulf. 

He said: “It’s the richest place on earth. We’ve 
been staying in the Emirates Palace hotel which 
is probably the wealthiest hotel on the planet 
and the hospitality has been second to none. 

“They want coaching clinics, they want our 
auction division and they want the team to 
come back twice a year.” 

Despite fielding a side that included Chris 
Cairns, Dinesh Mongia and Marvan Atapattu, 
Lashings actually lost the opening Twenty20 
game of their Tour to the Abu Dhabi 
Chairman’s XI with two balls to spare, though 
Folb claims this was no surprise. 

“I wasn’t in the least bit shocked,” he admit¬ 
ted. ‘We’d played the UAE before in England 
and knew how good they were. The fact that the 
Sheikh came to visit us meant they were taking 
it very seriously and it was a great honour.”

Nomadic striker is 
happy with his lot 

LYNDEN Rowland says he hopes to play out 
the rest of the career with Maidstone United, 
despite seeing his season ruined by injuries. 

The striker sustained a knee injury after 
scoring in the Stones’ 2-1 defeat at 
Tonbridge and is out until next season, but 
after playing for a host of clubs around 
Kent and the Midlands, he now hopes his 
nomadic days are behind him. 

He said: “I have been at this club for five 
years now and I reckon I could end my 
career here. I love the fans and everything 
about the club.” 

Rowland initially joined United at 
Christmas 2003, when he was signed by the 
club’s then manager Mai Watkins. 

His impact was immediate. Although the 
team struggled around him, Rowland aver¬ 
aged nearly a goal a game in the Kent 
League. He briefly left the club when he 
sent managers Alan Walker and Lloyd 
Hume a text message on the morning of a 
game, telling them he’d had to move North 
for personal reasons. 

Contribution 

The duo were unimpressed, but when 
Rowland returned at the start of the 
2005/2006 season, they quickly forgot their 
misgivings. He formed a lethal partnership 
with Mo Takaloo as the Stones won the 
Kent League and scored a number of 
crucial goals in their Ryman Division 1 
South winning 2006/2007 campaign. 

This year only bad luck has prevented 
him making more of a contribution. 

He conceded: “I have struggled with 
injuries this year and have not played as 
much as I would have liked. I think I have got 
10 in 15 starts and I can’t argue with that.” 

Yet he remains hopeful that his team 
mates will fight their way away from the 
Ryman Premier Division drop zone, argu¬ 
ing: “There is not an awful lot of difference 
between the Kent league and the Ryman 
leagues. It is just a bigger step in the 
Ryman Premier. You do not get as much 
time on the ball and obviously better play¬ 
ers make you up your game.”
